Area Command Team (Sexton) is managing large fires on the Lolo National Forest and Flathead Reservation.

Rice Ridge, Lolo NF. IMT 2 (Thompson). Six miles north of Seeley Lake, MT. Timber. Active fire behavior with
short crown runs, group torching and flanking. Structures threatened. Evacuations, road, trail and area
closures in effect.

* Highway 200 Complex, (4 fires), Lolo NF. IMT 2 (Connell). IMT is also managing the Sunrise fire. Includes
previously reported Cub Creek and Sheep Gap fires. Nine miles northwest of Plains, MT. Timber. Moderate fire
behavior with group torching, running and backing. Structures threatened. Area closures in effect.

Sunrise, Lolo NF. Eleven miles east of Superior, MT. Timber and brush. Moderate fire behavior with flanking,
backing and isolated torching. Trail and area closures in effect.

East Fork, Rocky Boy’s Agency, BIA. IMT 1 (Martin).Ten miles east of Box Elder, MT. Timber and tall grass.
Moderate fire behavior with single-tree torching and short crown runs. Structures threatened. Evacuations,
road and area closures in effect.

Sartin Draw, Miles City Field Office, BLM. Started on Forest Service land 35 miles northwest of Broadus, MT.
Timber, brush and short grass. Active fire behavior with single-tree torching, wind-driven runs and flanking.
Structures and sage-grouse habitat threatened.

Meyers, Beaverhead - Deerlodge NF. IMT 2 (Leach). Twenty-five miles southwest of Philipsburg, MT. Timber.
Active fire behavior with crowning, group torching and spotting. Structures threatened. Road and area closures
in effect.

Lolo Peak, Lolo NF. IMT 1 (Turman). Ten miles southwest of Lolo, MT. Timber. Active fire behavior with group
torching, short-range spotting and uphill runs. Structures threatened. Road, trail and area closures in effect.

Alice Creek, Helena — Lewis and Clark NF. IMT 2 (Bird). Fifteen miles northeast of Lincoln, MT. Timber and
short grass. Active fire behavior with torching, wind-driven runs and short-range spotting. Residences
threatened. Road, trail and area closures in effect.

Liberty, Flathead Agency, BIA. IMT 2 (Rohrer). Seventeen miles southeast of Arlee, MT. Timber. Moderate fire
behavior with flanking, backing and uphill runs. Trail and area closures in effect.

Sapphire Complex, (3 fires), Lolo NF. IMT 2 (Almas). Fifteen miles southeast of Clinton, MT. Timber. Active
fire behavior with torching and spotting. Structures threatened. Evacuations, road, trail and area closures in
effect.

Sprague, Glacier National Park. IMT 2 (Hutton). Nine miles northeast of West Glacier, MT. Timber. Active fire
behavior with group torching, short crown runs and spotting. Structures threatened. Trail and area closures in
effect.

Caribou, Kootenai NF. IMT 2 (Pearson). IMT is also managing the Gibralter Ridge fire. Twenty-one miles
northwest of Eureka, MT. Timber. Extreme fire behavior with long-range spotting and group torching.
Residences threatened. Road, trail and area closures in effect.



Gibralter Ridge, Kootenai NF. Seven miles east of Eureka, MT. Timber and grass. Moderate fire behavior with
single-tree torching and backing. Residences threatened. Road, trail and area closures in effect.

Conrow, Beaverhead - Deerlodge NF. Started on county land seven miles northeast of Whitehall, MT. Timber,
brush and tall grass. Minimal fire behavior with smoldering, backing and creeping.

Wolverine, Blackfeet Agency, BIA. Ten miles northeast of St. Mary, MT. Timber, brush and short grass.
Minimal fire behavior. Structures threatened.

Ditch Creek, Helena — Lewis and Clark NF. Twenty-seven miles northwest of White Sulphur Springs, MT.
Timber. Minimal fire behavior.

Blue Bay, Flathead Agency, BIA. Ten miles northeast of Polson, MT. Timber. Minimal fire behavior. Road, trail
and area closures in effect.

Nelson Creek, Bitterroot NF. Sixteen miles southwest of Conner, MT. Timber. Moderate fire behavior with
single-tree torching, short-range spotting and backing. Road and trail closures in effect.

Upper Midway, Flathead Agency, BIA. Three miles southwest of St. Ignatius, MT. Timber and grass. Minimal
fire behavior with single-tree torching, smoldering and creeping.

Tidwell, Miles City Field Office, BLM. IMT 1 (Dueitt). IMT is also managing the Brush Flat fire. Started on
private land 27 miles east of Decker, MT. Timber, brush and short grass. Extreme fire behavior with wind-
driven runs, group torching and long-range spotting. Structures and sage-grouse habitat threatened.

Brush Flat, Miles City Field Office, BLM. Started on private land 14 miles south of Birney, MT. Timber, brush
and short grass. Extreme fire behavior with wind-driven runs, group torching and long-range spotting.
Structures and sage-grouse habitat threatened.

* Cold Smoke, Charles M. Russell National Wildlife Refuge. Thirty-five miles south of Glasgow, MT. Timber
and short grass. Active fire behavior with short crown runs and group torching. Residences threatened.

* McCully, Northwestern Land Office, Montana DNR. Seventeen miles northeast of Thompson Falls, MT.
Timber. Extreme fire behavior with running, torching and spotting. Road closures in effect.

* Sarpy Fork, Miles City Field Office, BLM. Started on private land 18 miles southwest of Colstrip, MT. Brush
and short grass. Active fire behavior with running, creeping and smoldering.

Painted Hill, Northern Cheyenne Agency, BIA. Eight miles west of Lame Deer, MT. Timber and short grass.
Last report unless new information is received.

Predictive Services Discussion: The large ridge of high pressure centered over the West will strengthen,
allowing for temperatures to return to being about 10-15 degrees above normal. Monsoonal moisture over
southern California, Arizona and New Mexico will allow for the redevelopment of storms in the afternoon. The
remainder of the West should be dry. Expect very low afternoon humidity levels and poor overnight recoveries
again. Breezy conditions are expected across the Great Lakes region, as a cold front quickly moves east
toward New England. The remnants of Harvey will produce very wet conditions across the mid-South.

TRANSFER OF COMMAND

Operational Engagement Category

o I
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Risks to fireline personnel increase significantly during transfer of command periods regardless of
the size or complexity of the incident. There is a high potential for fatalities, serious injuries, or
incidents with potential during transfer of command periods (some have occurred in the past). Be
proactive in mitigating the risks by proper implementation of LCES—Lookout, Communications,
Escape Routes, and Safety Zones.

Factors for increased risks to fireline personnel during transition periods include:

@ No, or poor, briefing of incoming personnel

@ Lack of fire weather and behavior information, both forecast and observed

@ Communications; face-to-face briefings may not be possible and radio frequencies may
be overextended and/or changing due to the increased demands on the system.

@ Initial attack resources may not have checked-in and the Incident Commander may not
be aware of the number, type and location of all resources.

@ Location of safety zones and escape routes may not be known and communicated to all
resources.

@ Not all Resources know who is in command.

Mitigation actions to take:

@ Lookouts: Post and maintain your own lookouts.

@ Communications: Maintain existing communications with your own and adjacent
resources, as well as your original supervisor, while you are developing communications
with incoming adjacent resources and your new supervisor.

@ Escape routes and safety zones: Identify escape routes and assure incoming resources
are aware of their locations; be aware that your original escape routes and safety zones
may no longer be accessible due to changing fire behavior or your increased distance
from them.

@ Transition at the morning briefing

@ Utilize the Incident Response Pocket Guide transition checklist
